City Council 
Hears Garden 
Club Inquiry 


Col. Charles E. Morrison, rep- 
resenting the Sierra Madre Gar¬ 
den Club, appeared at the City 
Council meeting last Tuesday 
evening to ask what was being 
done about the construction of 
a shelter house for the Triangle. 

He pointed out that the Gar¬ 
den Club had “just about gone 
broke” in spending $238 for 
landscaping the shelter house 
site, with the understanding 
that such a structure would be 
erected. 

Councilman Charles H. James 
expressed the council’s senti¬ 
ments when he pointed out 
that the council also had ex¬ 
pected the “Businessmen’s As¬ 
sociation” to promote such a 
project when it gave the asso¬ 
ciation permission to tear down 
the old PE station, for such 
had been the agreement. 

Col. Morrison then asked if 
the “Businessmen’s Associa¬ 
tion” were “defunct.” When it 
was generally agreed that this 
was the case, Councilman 
Lawrence Washburn spoke of a 
group of merchants who were 
“informally" taking over in 
civic affairs at that point where 
the "Businessmen’s Associa¬ 
tion” had disappeared. 

Don Jackson spoke from the 
audience to say that this group 
of merchants had their special 
problems inasmuch as every 
time they presented plans, or 
sketches, for a shelter house 
there were others in the com¬ 
munity who objected and sug¬ 
gested the submitting of new 
plans. As a result, Jackson 
said, there were now about 15 
sketches in circulation. 

Councilman Noren Eaton de¬ 
scribed the solution that San 
Marino had found in a similar 
situation by building a new 
station house in redwood, pat¬ 
terned along the same lines as 
the old one. This made the 
comparatively low cost of $3000, 
Eaton said, in a building that 
could be protected by oil in¬ 
stead of paint. 

It was suggested that many 
residents in Sierra Madre might 
be happy to see a new dwelling 
erected that resembled the old 
one.

Red Feather Campaign Needs 
$2000 More Before Dec. 20 


Both A1 Freeland, Sierra Madre’s water superintendent, and 
Lawrence Washburn, water committee chairman, are heartily in 
agreement concerning the city’s recent water test of its newly 
completed spillways. 

A release of water by the Los Angeles County Flood Control 
District was made to Sierra 
Madre at. 11 a.m. Nov. 29 and 
the run was terminated at 4:30 
p.m. on Dec. 5. During this 
period the city received approx¬ 
imately 170 acre feet of water 
in its spreading grounds. 

Superintendent Freeland es¬ 
timates this amount as “slight¬ 
ly more than 55 million gal¬ 
lons.” 

Besides testing the run of wa¬ 
ter in the new concrete spill¬ 
ways through the dikes, Free¬ 
land says: “The purpose of this 
release was to lower the water 
level above the Big Santa Anita 
Dam prior to the winter rains. 

This dam has a capacity of 
over 700 acre feet, and now is 
holding approximately 200 acre 
feet.” 

An acre foot of water is the 
amount that would cover an 
acre of land at a depth of one 
foot. 

Another purpose of the 
spreading ground operation was 
to -take the flow from the Big

He adds: “It may be of in¬ 
terest to note that the water 
level in our wells during 1952 
has been consistently higher by 
some 40 feet over the past sev¬ 
eral years. To my knowledge, 
no other area in Los Angeles 
County has made this recovery 
in the ground water level.”

The Huntington Library, 
which contains one of the 
world's rare copies of the fam¬ 
ous Gutenberg Bible, is now ex¬ 
hibiting 25 old and famous Bi¬ 
bles from its collection of 1500. 
Those selected for the exhibit 
have been chosen either for 
their importance in the evolu¬ 
tion of the Bible or for their 
beauty. 

Oldest of the rare and price¬ 
less Bibles exhibited is the 
beautifully handwritten “Gun- 
dulf Bible” belonging in the 
11th century to the Bishop of 
Rochester, which bears the 
900-year-old warning that “he 
who steals it or conceals it is 
excommunicated.” Newest of 
the Bibles shown are the Pro¬ 
testant Revised Standard Ver¬ 
sion and Volume 1 of the Old 
Testament (Genesis through 
Ruth) issued by the Catholic 
Biblical Association of Ameri¬ 
ca. Both were issued in 1952. 

High mark of the exhibition 
is the Library’s copy of the 
Gutenberg Bible which is the 
first printed Bible and the first 
book printed with movable 
type in Europe. The Gutenberg 
Bible was printed in Mainz 
from about 1450 to 1455. The 
Huntington Library’s vellum 
copy is one of about 45 copies, 
12 of which are on vellum. 

The exhibit which may be 
viewed every afternoon from 1 
to 4:30 o’clock, except Mondays 
and certain holidays, will last 
throughout December into Jan¬ 
uary.

able to the Sierra Madre Float 
Committee, all monies going to 
the Bank of Sierra Madre. 

As for the six girls who will 
ride the float, it was announced 
that any girl 16-years-old or 
over in the Sierra Madre or 
Hastings Ranch area is eligible. 
The six candidates chosen will 
be determined by the number 
of votes cast by contributors 
who are allowed ten votes for 
each dollar paid to the Float 
Fund. 

The score of votes cast will 
be posted in a conspicuous 
downtown location, probably In 
a window of the Bank of Sierra 
Madre. Chairman Louk pointed 
out that it is important that 
the votes be cast as early as 
possible, for the benefit of 
making proper preparations for 
the big event on New Year’s 
Day. 

The members of the Float 
Committee expressed them¬ 
selves as hoping that all resi¬ 
dents would appreciate the fact 
that Sierra Madre is privileged 
to enter a float in the 1953 
Tournament of Roses parade. 
The number of floats in the 
parade is limited to 60, and ap¬ 
plications from many cities 
larger than Sierra Madre are 
turned down. 

It also was pointed out that 
Sierra Madre is one of the few 
communities represented in the 
parade which does not pay a 
large sum of money to profes¬ 
sionals for preparing a float.
